Priority

The PTOL 1449 of 08/20/2007 has been received, reviewed and considered. 
Claim Objections 
Claim 22 is objected to because of the following informalities Appropriate 
correction is required. 

As stated in MPEP 21 13 [R-1] "[E]ven though product-by-process claims are 
limited by and defined by the process, determination of patentability is based on the 
product itself. The patentability of a product does not depend on its method of 
production. If the product in the product-by-process claim is the same as or obvious 
from a product of the prior art, the claim is unpatentable even though the prior product 
was made by a different process." In re Thorpe, 777 F.2d 695, 698, 227 USPQ 964, 
966 (Fed. Cir. 1985) (citations omitted). Once a product appearing to be substantially 
identical is found and a 35 U.S.C. 102/103 rejection is made, the burden shifts to the 
applicant to show an unobvious difference "The Patent Office bears a lesser burden of 
proof in making out a case of prima facie obviousness for product-by-process claims 
because of their peculiar nature" than when a product is claimed in the conventional 
fashion. In re Fessmann, 489 F.2d 742, 744, 180 USPQ 324, 326 (CCPA 1974). Once 
the examiner provides a rationale tending to show that the claimed product appears to 
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be the same or similar to that of the prior art, although produced by a different process, 
the burden shifts to applicant to come forward with evidence establishing an unobvious 
difference between the claimed product and the prior art product. In re Marosi, 710 F.2d 
798, 802, 218 USPQ 289, 292 (Fed. Cir.1983). Accordingly since the resulting product 
appears to be the same the instant claims are anticipated by and/or rendered obvious 
by the references. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Claims 13-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 13-21 are dependent upon cancelled claim 1. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 12 is allowed. 

4. As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either 
comply with all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not 
complied with. See 37 CFR 1 .1 1 1 (b) and MPEP § 707.07(a). 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art of record does not teach nor render obvious the instantly claimed 
invention. There is no teaching in the art to perform the process that is now claimed. 
The prior art does not teach a method for treating a crystal having nonlinear optical 
properties and including foreign atoms which bring about specific absorption of 
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incoming light, comprising: converting the foreign atoms in the crystal to a lower valency 
state by oxidation, thereby liberating electrons; and removing the liberated electrons 
from the crystal using an external current source during the oxidation, as stated in the 
instant invention. There is no motivation in the art to change the prior art's teaching of 
to arrive at the instantly claimed process.
